The Book That Has the Answers 


A First-Hand Story of how our men in Korea are reading the whole Bible, because nowhere else 
is the Riddle of their strange life solved

IBLES are read in Korea. The Book is used and is 

not left to gather dust on shelves or to record 
family ancestries and then be forgotten. It is an 
amazing phenomenon that nearly makes one dis- 
believe his own eyes. But it is a fact. 

Amazingly, the Old Testament is being read in 
Korea as well as the New Testament. During World 
War II the infantry was constantly on the move. 
There was no room in combat packs for much more 
than a pocket Testament. But in Korea men stay 
put for sixty to ninety days at a time. There is room 
in their bunkers for Bibles. In the nine months I 
have been in Korea I have given out over one thou- 
sand complete Bibles to front-line troops. The men 
have their choice—a Bible or a Testament. Some 
days, after I have preached on an Old-Testament 
text or used an Old-Testament hero as the basis of 
a sermon, the men take Bibles instead of Testaments. 

Part of a chaplain’s duties is to walk the line, 
visiting men in the bunkers. Time and time again 
I have pushed aside the blanket that covered the 
door of a bunker and looked in to find a soldier sit- 
ting on the edge of a box reading a Bible by the 
light of a candle. He was not reading it because he 
was scared. Maybe he had nothing else to read. 
Maybe he was lonely. Maybe he was bored with life 
in general and war in particular and was reading to 
escape. Maybe there were other reasons. It is my 
opifiion, though, that the average.man who is read- 
ing the Bible on the front lines in Korea is reading 
it because he is searching for an answer to the prob- 
lems of life and living as he has seen them there in 
the raw. There are lots of things in Korea to tire 
men’s bodies; there is practically nothing to occupy 
their minds, except life and the problems that con- 
cern life and living. In Korea these problems are 
confusing to everyone. There is no place one can go 
to escape them. Not even a movie! But men with 
minds will think. They turn to the Bible to find if 
there is an answer. 

Some are finding answers. Four months ago a 
section leader came to me after a service and asked 
me for a Bible. When I gave it to him I asked why 
he wanted a Bible. He said, “I just read the book, 
“The Prince of Egypt.” It is, as you know, the story 
of Moses. It is probably fictionalized, but it was so 
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interesting that I’d like to read the real story int 
Bible.”’ It was the first time I had ever noticed th 
soldier in a church service. Last week he rotate 
He saw me as he was climbing aboard the tru 
that was to take him to the rear. He came over a) 
shook my hand. He said, “I want to thank ye 
chaplain.”—“‘Why thank me?” I said.—‘‘Well,” | 
replied, ‘‘I never went to church and never read t 
Bible. Now I do, as you know. From your sermor 
and from the Book, I’ve discovered a lot of answe 
to questions that have been bothering me for yea: 
You’ve added something to my life, chaplain, and 
am grateful for it.” : : 
Universal Bible Sunday was a great day in our re 
iment. I had one thousand copies each of the fo’ 
Gospels and the Acts. I preached a sermon on t! 
topic, ““What Is the Bible?” At the conclusion of t 
services I gave every man there a complete set 
the little books. They all wanted them. But this 
what amazed me—more people commented on th 
sermon than any I’ve preached in Korea, and mai 
of the soldiers said, ‘““That’s the best sermon I ev 
heard.” Homiletically it was not a good sermo 
as a matter of fact, it wasn’t a sermon at all, but 
lecture. It proved this to me: it proved that me 
want to understand the Bible and know what it! 
all about. They have heard about a book called tl 
Bible all their lives. Many never read it before. Ne 
they are discovering that it answers their questio 
and meets their needs. Two months later, now, t 
five thousand copies of the Scripture are all g 
Not into the discard pile but into the hearts of t 
men who read them and who are still reading 
The soldier on the front lines in Korea may 1 
completely understand the political reasons for 
being here. People in the United States may be 
fused about the ‘‘why” of Korea. Statesmen may ¢ 
Korea a useless venture. But one good thing h 
come out of Korea, at least—men who never dar 
ened the door of a church attend divine worsk 
regularly. Hundreds who never read even a porti 
of the Bible before are reading the Book now 
finding the answers to their needs. “God works 
mysterious ways.”

The Secretary of the Japan Bible Society here traces the influence and analyses the present place 
of the Bible in the religious life of his country

HE first thing which the Protestant 

missionaries did when they came to 
Japan ninety-two years ago was to begin 
translating the Bible into Japanese. The 
first complete Japanese New Testament 
came out in 1880; the whole Bible in 
1884. 

This early translation of the Bible and 
the emphasis placed on Bible teaching by 
the Protestant pioneer missionaries laid 
emphasis at two significant points in the 
founding ofthe Christian Church in Japan. 

First, by presenting the Bible as the 
central instrumentality of the new re- 
ligion. Christianity was thus introduced 
to the educated Japanese as a noble reli- 
gion, in contrast to other religions, which 
stressed chiefly ritual, cult and supersti- 
tion. Under the influence of Chinese cul- 
ture books had been highly esteemed by the Japanese. 
Though listed as a forbidden book, the Bible had been 
treated by the Japanese as sacred literature. 

Second, through the central place given to the Bible in 
this new religion, Protestantism was accepted principally 
by the educated classes and then by the middle class. 

These two factors have tended to hold Protestant Chris- 
tianity in Japan to its fundamental teachings. 

Church membership is estimated to run from 300,000 to 
580,000—or about one Christian for every 200 of the popu- 
lation. This minority had adhered to the fundamentals of 
their faith. The term “‘Christian”’ has never lost its prestige 
through the years. The main work of the Churches has 
centered in the studying, interpreting and expounding the 
Bible. The most important church meetings have been 
their Bible classes, attended by prominent statesmen, busi- 
ness men and scholars. Whether such men are Christian or 
not, most of them had had some experience in Bible class 
attendance in their younger days. 

Bible classes in English have been an attraction to young 
people. 

In younger Churches, like the Church in Japan, evan- 
gelism is a part of every church activity; and in Japan 
evangelism always involves the study and interpretation of 
the Bible. 

The YMCA has since the war organized 300 Bible 
classes among business men and factory workers. Even the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union has since the war 
reorganized its work so as to include Bible classes in its 
local programs. 

All of this has resulted in constituting the local churches 
as Bible-selling depots along with the bookshops. Scripture 
distribution by the churches has been very great, especially 
since the war. 

According to Rev. Kozo Kashiwai, vice chairman and 
General Secretary of the United Church of Japan, fifty- 
two percent of the present attendants at church services are 
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Shigeo Nozaki is a typical Chris-

Every year the Japanese Church ort 
National Christian Council invite o 
standing evangelists from abroad. Seri 
tures are always distributed in these ca 
paigns through the churches and by ¢ 
porteurs. 

There are 150 colporteurs enlisted u 
der the Japan Bible Society. Of thes 
sixty are at the same time pastors of 
churches and two thirds of the total cire 
lation by colporteurs have been distri 
uted by these 60 colporteurs. 

The pastor in each church. is head 
his group of colporteurs, which consists 
two or three members or sometimes mo; 
In one church fifty persons are partici 
ing in the distribution program. 

There are three outstanding men in this colportage pr 
gram—all young pastors. Each has a group of well-train 
members in his church. One of these pastors, Mr. Ok 
mura, sold 260,000 copies last year; another, Mr. T- 
kana, 142,677; and the third, Mr. Sumita, 93,739. Dr. 
Stanley Jones, at the farewell meeting of his second 
to Japan, stated that the most successful meetings he he 
during his three months’ trip were those in the city 
Chiba, fifty miles from Tokyo, where adequate prepar 
tion had been made by the church members by distribu 
ing the Scriptures in advance to the citizens. The meetin 
held in the city hall, were filled with earnest seekers, a 
Dr. Jones had his largest number of converts at these 
ings. The outstanding leader contributing to the success 
these meetings was Pastor Okuyama, who is one of t 
most diligent of the Japan Bible Society colporteurs. —

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Japanese colporteurs announcing a meeting 
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here has, of course, been some criticism of the churches 
t have emphasized Scripture selling. But every pastor 
gaged in this program has’told me that he has gone

While the Protestant Churches are well established 
ong the educated classes and have developed groups 
gaged in advanced Bible study, they are not growing in 
ength so mpich among the common people, especially in 
rural areas. At present ninety-seven percent of the 
rches are located in the cities. Through the propaganda 
the Shintoists many of the common people have been 
to believe that the Bible is the book of a foreign religion 
d has no relationship to their lives as Japanese. This 
lation, however, has been improving since the war, and 
re is good reason to believe that further improvement 
ll follow the appearance of the Bible in its modern re- 
ion. 

There are today many new seekers (mostly younger) 
ing into the churches because of the relaxing of the 
ssure from Shinto, militarist and feudalistic sources. 
ople are now feeling free to use and discuss the Bible. 
nerever our colporteurs go they are welcomed. Every 
e we advertize in the papers many requests for Scrip- 
es result. 

Our statistics reveal that many more New Testaments 
ve been distributed than whole Bibles. Marty pastors re- 
rt that they are using New Testaments almost exclu- 
ely at their meetings. 
Now, however, with several years having elapsed since 
war, people are asking for the Old Testament. Hither- 
the desire for New Testaments has prevailed, not only 
cause the books are less expensive but because most of 
. readers, being new inquirers, are introduced more 
ectly to the Gospel in the New Testament. 
Because the Japanese people have no opportunity out- 
e the Church for Bible instruction, the pastors are 
suming the responsibility for instruction in the Old as 
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well as the New Testament, at least for their church mem- 
bers. The Old Testament is more difficult for most of the 
people to understand. 

One of the principal problems confronting the people in 
the whole matter of Bible reading is the language reform 
introduced by the government since the war. The num- 
ber of Chinese characters to be employed has been grea tly 
reduced. The new colloquial (Ko-gotai) style is now re- 
quired both for official and popular use and is taught in 
the grammar and high schools. This makes the current 
editions of the Bible using the older classical form of the 
language difficult for the school children to understand. 

At the urgent request of the Sunday School Department 
of the National Council of Churches and the Christian 
Education Association the Bible Society launched upon a 
program of Bible revision last year. Seven scholars are 
devoting all their time to this task. The plan calls for com- 
pletion in three years. Meanwhile the Churches have 
requested that Portions of both Old and New Testa- 
ments be published as soon as possible for boys and girls. 

The expenses for publicity, for colportage and for revi- 
sion are met by the American Bible Society and the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

The many projects in our program could not be carried 
out without help from the mother Societies. Yet we never 
lose sight of the responsibility the Japan Bible Society 
must gradually assume for carrying on its own work. We 
are glad to report that the Churches of Japan are gradually 
awakening to this sense of responsibility. The number of 
Churches contributing last Bible Sunday was considerably 
greater than the year before. 

Besides the contributions from Christian people we are 
confident of securing gifts from people outside the 
Churches. In this way we will offer them the opportunity 
to do their share in the great cause of God.

An account of a work of faith carried on through many years in the preparation of a complete revision 
of the New Testament in the Mongolian tongue. The Society's Librarian has collated the facts from several 
reports received from Anders W. Marthinson, former Secretary of the China Bible House in Mongolia

T last it was finished! The final proof pages came 
A off the press in December 1952—the revised 
Mongolian New Testament—a long task of revision 
and printing carried on in the face of constant inter- 
ruptions and hindrances of war and evacuation. 

The Mongolians live on the plains in the center of 
Asia, in Inner and Outer Mongolia. They are now 
entirely cut off from missionary contact, but this 
work of faith means that when the time comes the 
Books will be ready! The Mongolian language was 
put into written form in the thirteenth century, in 
the days of Genghis Khan, in a script derived from 
the Syriac, which had come into that corner of the 
world with the Nestorian Christians in the seventh 
and eighth centuries. First written horizontally like 
Syriac, it is now written vertically down the page, 
like Chinese, except that it reads from left to right. 

There are only thirty characters, but some have 
different sounds in different words, which makes 
reading a bit difficult. The grammar is complicated; 
and long sentences, in the written language, are ad- 
mired, since flowery words and involved construc- 
tions were thought to please the gods, and it was 
more important in “‘holy’’ books to please them than 
to produce understandable texts. The verb must 
come at the end of a sentence. In order to tie the 
verb in accurately with its far-removed subject, the 
relationship must be shown by the use of any or 
several of fifty endings. When the New Testament 
was first translated, in 1846, into Literary Mongol- 
ian, this very “‘high form’? was used. The aim of the 
present translation is to avoid ‘thigh form’ and to 
conform to the style of ordinary educated Mongols. 

The present revision was planned in 1935 in Kal-

gan, in North China, to be undertaken at the begi 
ning by Rev. Joel Eriksson of the Swedish Mong 
Mission and a Mongolian scholar, Daste Chub. M 
Chub completed his translation of the New Test 
ment from Chinese in 1939, and two younger Mo. 
golian scholars were engaged to revise it. Miss Gere 
Ollen, an experienced missionary, was sent out 
pecially to help in the work, but World War II 
the subsequent Communist penetration frustrat 
efforts to set up a committee for final checking of tl 
manuscript. In spite of all these difficulties Mi 
Ollen joined a group in Lanchow in northwe 
China, but as the Communists advanced she an 
Mr. Erren Chin Dorchi, chief assistant, were oblig¢ 
to flee to Hongkong, where Miss Ollen was so 
forced by ill health to return to Sweden. Mean 
the Rev. Stuart Gunzel, of the Evangelical Allian 
Mission, and Mr. Matai, another Mongol schol 
joined the work in 1949. As no one was familiar wi 
the Greek, the Revised Standard Version New Test 
ment was followed as a standard text, with referen 
to the Greek where possible. Anders W. Marthinso 
who arrived in Hongkong in the spring of 195} 
joined the project as liaison between the Hongkon 
group and Mr. Eriksson and Miss Ollen in Swede 
The entire manuscript was carefully reviewed

lations. Full use was also made of the various hel 
and guides supplied by the Bible Societies.

When the revision was finally ready for printing 
1 Hongkong, it became necessary to secure entirely 
ew type; but there seemed to be no suitable matri- 
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ces anywhere in the world, so new type was designed 
and cast in Hongkong. Since the thirty Mongolian 
letters appear in different forms at the beginning, 
middle and ending of words, ninety-eight characters 
were needed. ‘The style copied was that of the very 
beautiful Buriat type used in an edition of the New 
Testament printed in St. Petersburg, Russia, at the 
press of the old Imperial Academy in 1880. 

Two young Chinese in Hongkong were taught 
how to set the type, and the composition was finished 
at the end of 1952. 

The book will have two maps, the first to appear in 
a Mongolian New Testament. Western ‘‘arabic” nu- 
merals are used instead of old Mongolian figures. 

The expenses of this work have been largely borne 
by the British and Foreign Bible Society, who had 
published earlier Scriptures in Mongolian. Now that 
the work is completed, it is devoutly hoped that it 
may not be long before conditions make it possible 
for the books to reach the four to five million Mon- 
golians in Asia. 


Something for Their Souls 


A friend of the Society’s work in the Near East 
sent a gift of $35 to the headquarters at Istanbul, 
Turkey, asking that it be used for some special need. 
In acknowledging the gift Secretary MacCallum 
suggested the following project: 


Over the Bulgarian border into Turkey comes a very 
thin trickle of escapees. They come at very great risk, for 
they are likely to be shot by the frontier guards of both 
countries. Those who get through alive are turned over to 
a relief organization here. Ultimately the more attractive 
members get on to New Zealand, Australia or South 
America. The elderly, ailing or stupid get left here, where 
the law of the country does not allow them, as foreign 
citizens, to earn their living. A farm has been bought on 
which they work, which does a great deal to preserve their 
morale. It seemed to me that your gift could well be used 
to supply Bulgarian Bibles to these folk, though the ma- 
jority of them are illiterate peasants. For printed Bibles 
disappeared in Bulgaria during the war, and the new edi- 
tion which was published in London two years ago cannot 
now be sent into Bulgaria. It was suggested that these 
Bibles be presented at a Christmas party held on the 
farm on January 6, 1953, which is the Christmas of the 
Orthodox Church. The director of the work was very 
sympathetic and wrote saying that this was the first time 
that anyone had done anything for the souls of these un- 
fortunate people.

How Great a Fire

> hundred years 


ago the first com- 
plete Bible in modern 
Armenian was printed 
at the press of the Amer- 
ican Mission in Smyr- 
na, Turkey. Though 
the Annual Reports of 
neither the American 
nor of the British and 
Foreign Bible Societies 
appear to take any 
notice of this edition 
either in 1853 or 1854, 
the centennial is being 
celebrated by Evangeli- 
cal Armenians through- 
out the world. For it 
was above all the 1m- 
pact of the Scriptures 
in the common speech which broke the shell of 
medievalism in which the Armenian people were 
confined, and released pent-up forces which for 
good and ill have made that people known to the 
Western world. 

Before the coming of the Bible Society and mission- 
aries to the Turkish Empire, few in the West knew 
of the existence of an Armenian people. Though 
they possessed a beautiful translation of the Bible, 
made in the fifth century by Saint Mesrop, the 
Patriarch Shahak and others, the lapse of 1,300 
years had made this ancient language almost as dark 
to the congregations who used it in their liturgy as 
Latin had become to Western Christians at the be- 
ginning of the Reformation. Yet it was this Ancient 
Armenian New ‘Testament which the British and 
Foreign Bible Society first purchased from the 
Russian Bible Society in St. Petersburg in 1814, 
and from the San Lazaro Press in Venice, to circu- 
late in ‘Turkey—for no other existed. In 1823 the 
Society published in Constantinople its own edition 
of this Ancient Armenian New ‘Testament. Mr. 
Barker, who was for over thirty years the Society’s 
Agent in those parts, recalled that “in 1821 the 
Society’s Armenian New Testament was placed by 
me in the hands of Armenian doorkeepers, cooks, 
scullions and grooms, who, strange to say, knew how 
to read. They were natives of the villages in the 
district called Arabkir (Eastern Anatolia), who, re- 
turning home at intervals, carried with them to their 
country the Gospel of truth, in which they took great 
delight. I sent the Armenian Scriptures to Aintab. 
At Smyrna I sold entire boxes of Armenian and 
Armeno-Turkish New Testaments and Psalms, which

At first the people could scarcely believe 
ut these books published by foreigners in simple 
nenian, and in Turkish printed in Armenian 
aracters, were really the Holy Scriptures of the 
mts and martyrs, their fathers. Wherever they 
mt these books seemed to start the fires of free 
cussion, of eager thought, of open criticism of 
ses in the Church and in community administra- 
1. The effect of those few thousand Scriptures is 
ost incredible when measured by today’s stand- 
ds of tolerant indifference. For a short while the 
rgy favored this spiritual awakening among the 
pple. But presently the higher clergy and their 
lociates, the Armenian bankers, who financed the 
y-to-day needs of the Turkish government, rea- 
ed that their ancient privileges were in danger if 
bple began to think freely. In 1839 a persecution 
the “evangelical infidels’? was launched, which 
atinued with occasional outbursts of extreme vio- 
ce. Excommunication from the church carried 
h it the loss of all civil rights, including the right 
trade with other Christians. A common trick was 
sue an evangelical for alleged debts and leave him 
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to languish indefinitely in most primitive jails. Often 
there was mob violence, resulting sometimes in 
death. Evangelical funerals were times of especial 
excitement, when the mob stoned the party as they 
went and returned from burying the body in some 
spot far from any Christian cemetery. Yet the evan- 
gelicals increased rapidly in numbers and in vital 
spiritual understanding. ‘“‘Our whole work with the 
Armenians is emphatically a Bible work,” reported 
one of the leading missionaries in the year 1842. 
After eight years of persecution, in 1847 the evan- 
gelicals were given a charter by the sultan, recog- 
nizing them as one of the religious “nations” of 
which the Empire was constituted. With recogni- 
tion, the violence went out of the persecution and 
perhaps some of the zeal from the persecuted, who 
now had a standing to preserve in the community. 
Nevertheless, the evangelical movement continued 
to grow well into the twentieth century, and this 
was matched by a parallel liberalizing and spiritual- 
izing movement within the Armenian national 
Church. Toward the end of the nineteenth century 
the Armenian Patriarchate and the Bible Society 
were able to cooperate in an effort to revise the text 
of the Modern Armenian Bible, a book which, ex- 
cept in the Soviet Republic of Armenia, is still in 
constant demand and wide use wherever Armenian 
communities are to be found throughout the world. 


“Now, This I Can Understand” 


The accompanying picture was taken one day last 
spring when Mr. and Mrs. Newberry B. Cox, now on fur- 
lough from their work with the Central America Mission 
in Guatemala, visited the Bible House. They brought 
with them the typed pages of the New Testament to be 


used by the Conob Indians living in the northwestern 
part of Guatemala.

N THE upper left-hand drawer of his White House desk 
President Eisenhower keeps a well-thumbed Bible to 
which he turns at odd moments during his crowded day. 
It is the same King James Version upon whose pages his 
hand rested when he took the presidential oath of office. 
And in that Bible, unless it has been erased since I saw him 
draw it there, is a penciled underscore beneath the first 
four words of Genesis: “‘In the beginning, God .. .” 

That underscore tells volumes about Ike’s deep per- 
sonal faith. It illuminates his action, early on Inauguration 
Day, in taking himself to a private pre-inaugural service of 
devotion and dedication. 

It explains why he turned his inaugural platform into an 
altar of worship by addressing his first words, not to the 
nation, but to God. It tells why, ten days later, he joined a 
church formally for the first time in his life. It interprets 
his directive that every meeting of his Cabinet be opened 
with prayer. 

By such forthright declarations of his dependence upon 
God, Dwight D. Eisenhower has laid stress upon America’s 
religious heritage in a manner unmatched by any White 
House occupant since Washington and Lincoln. 

Ike talked pridefully of his parents’ strong faith. He 
could remember, as though it were yesterday, the daily 
family worship, the big Book in his father’s hand. His 
father had a way of stopping in his reading to dwell upon a 
text with special import for six sons being readied to face 
life and its complexities. One stopper was: ‘The fear of the 
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Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” Another: ‘‘He tH 
ruleth his spirit is better than he that taketh a city.” T 
men and women of the Bible, their sayings and doing 
were as familiar to him as his farmer-neighbors and thé 
small talk about crops, politics, the weather.

*‘Where to Look In the Bible” 


A friend in Nashville, Tennessee recently wrote the 
Bible House as follows: 

Recently, while sitting in a dentist’s office, I noticed a 
Bible on the table. I picked it up and was very much im- 
pressed with the paper cover on the Bible. On the back of 
the cover under the heading ‘‘Where to Look in the Bible” 
were matters of interest to everyone, and Scripture pas- 
sages bearing on these things showing the chapter and 
verse in each case—also the Ten Commandments. I asked 
the dentist’s secretary where I might obtain such a cover, 
and she gave me your address, as she had ordered the book 
from you. I called several publishing houses here in Nash- 
ville and no one had them, so I would appreciate it very 
much if you would please mail me a cover C.O.D. I do not 
need a Bible at present as I have my own and am inter- 
ested only in the information on the back of the cover. 

There are two. observations to make about this let- 
ter. The first is that the good friend could not find an 
American Bible Society Bible in the book stores be- 
cause the Society does not sell its Bibles through the 
trade. It is not a commercial publishing house. It is a 
missionary organization distributing its Bibles at cost 
or less. They can be gotten from any of the District or 
Division offices listed on the inside of the back cover 
of this magazine. 

The second observation is that the material our 
friend found on the jacket of the Bible is available in 
leaflet form from any of the Society’s offices, printed 
not only in English, but in Spanish, Italian, French 
and Portuguese as well. Samples of this leaflet are 
gladly sent free or are obtainable in quantities at 
35 cents a hundred.

A trusty jeep that pants its way up the 
hazardous hills also belongs to the mission. ‘The life and 
customs of the Conob people are simple and primitive. 

The Gospel of John was published in Conob by the 
American Bible Society in 1942. ‘‘We had to work from 
the ground up,” said Mr. Cox in describing the task of 
the translators, ‘‘building a vocabulary, learning to 
recognize sounds different from those in English or Span- 
ish, choosing the letters of the alphabet to cover these 
sounds, filing each word, thus building a dictionary and 
discovering the grammatical rules underlying the struc- 
ture of the language.” 

An Indian Christian, Mateo, helped the missionaries. 
After correcting the fourth chapter of John, Mateo read 
it thoughtfully to himself. He looked up at Mr. Cox and 
cried: ‘‘Now, this I can understand; how good to have this 
in our own tongue!” 

In the Society’s translation department the manuscript 
will be carefully checked. It will then go to the printer, 
the proofreader and the binder and before many months 
the first edition of another New Testament will be added 
to the growing list of languages that possess it.
